entire work between Fort street and the 
city lim its could be done for about $100,­ 
000, or an average of about $15 a running 
foot along the proposed ronto. 
This 
would include the cost of two bridges, 
one of which wonld have to be thrown 
across Olive street and the other across 
Bunker Hill avenne. 
Snch a thorough­ 
fare would be of incalculable benefit to 
the city, as it would supply a cross-feeder 
in the venr heart of town. 
At the pres­ 
ent tim e Seventh street is the only thor­ 
oughfare thnt extends across the city 
from lim it to lim it, and the advantages 
to the property along the proposed road 
cannot be estim ated. At the present 
tim e a traveler standing, say at the Na­ 
deau, and desiring to go to the western 
part of the city, m ust either climb the 
steep grades of Temple street or circum ­ 
navigate by way of Sonoratown and 
Bellevue avenue. It would be a splendid 
thing if the new road could he con­ 
structed, and as the ex|>ense is not verv 
groat I do riot see any reason why it 
should not.”

Tbe vast 
am ount of stone need in their construct­ 
ion will give to them an apjxearance 
more handsom e than that of any city 
which has of late years startled the 
world with the rapidity of its growth. 
The capital of Southern California will 
soon deserve the nam e of the M elbourne 
of W estern 
America. 
The stone 
used in the more im portant structures 
now approaching completion, amongst 
others the Court House and Lanfraneo 
blocks, is a red-brown ssndstone, arid is 
imported here from quarries at Flag­ 
staff, Arizona. This stone is rem arkable 
for its unique qualities. It is sim ilar in 
color to the far lam ed Lake, Saperior 
sandstone but possesses qualities which, 
are not claim ed by the ijike Superior 
article. 
The quarries ere about tw o 
hundred feet broad with a uniform 
depth 
of 
twenty 
feet 
so 
that 
blocks of any size can lie cut and quar­ 
ried. The stone possesses such a fine 
fibre that it is difficult to tell where the 
natural bed beginB or ehda. On first l*e- 
ing quarried it is very soft; this m akes it 
extrem ely easy to w ork. On exposure to 
the atm osphere it hardens, so tiiat being 
as easy to work as terra eolta, and posses­ 
sing the sam e durable nature, it is rapid­ 
ly replacing the artificial clay in fresco 
and arabesque ornam entation. O ne 
of 
its 
m ost 
peculiar 
proper­ 
ties is 
that, unlike lim estone and 
granite, it hardens under the influ­ 
ence of fire, and as its carrying capacity 
is 0000 pounds to the cubic inch, it is a 
much m ore desirable m aterial to tie used 
in buildings than eitlier of these stones. 
W ith an inexhaustible supply of this 
stone at such an accessible distance. Los 
Angeles will indeed become “ath in g of 
beauty and a joy forever," and she m ay 
indeed IhJ congratulated on escaping that 
misfortune of most new cities, the want 
of suitable and durable building m aterial.

Th er e is one point of view from which 
the Republican National platform is 
specially interesting reading matter.

tion.Kx-GovernOT Forter, of Indiana, then 
presented the name of General Ben. 
Harrison, of that State. 
IIAnRrsON NOMINATED. 
Governor Forter said in brief: 
"In 1888 as in 1880, Indiana seeni6 
likely to hold the key that will free the 
fetter that lias been bound about the Re­ 
publicans for four years. She is always 
a close State, but when properly and 
harmoniously worked, has never failed 
to elect the ltepnblican candidates. She 
has never been better organized than 
now. The preliminary work lias never 
been more complete, and the Republican 
masses seem never to have been more 
highly aroused and eager for the straggle. 
Give General Benjamin Harrison your 
commission to lead them, and they will 
immediately fall into line and press for­ 
ward with enthusiastic confidence to vic­ 
tory. The Convention that lately met at 
St. Louis disappointed the Democrats of 
Indiana, by refusing to place an Indiana 
candidate on the ticket. The present 
condition of Indiana is the Republican 
party’s opportunity.

THE NOMINATION SECONDED. 
Porter’s speech was received with much 
enthusiasm, and it was twenty minutes 
before the Convention came into working 
trim, then the Chairman stated that the 
namo of Harrison had been presented to 
the Convention, and asked whether there 
was any second. 
Terrell, of Texas, was the first to re­ 
spond. He declared that Indiana wan 
the pivotal State of the coming contest 
that Benjamin Harrison was the man 
who could certainly carry the State for 
the Republican party. His voice had 
been heard in every political contest for 
thirty years; he had demonstrated the 
highest qualities of leadership. He was 
devoted to the interests and principles of 
his party; he was of unquestionable abil­ 
ity and untiring industry; lie stood the 
peer of every man mentioned for the high 
office of President, and would command 
support in every State of the Union. 
[Applause.] The hand of destiny has 
marked General Harrison as the man to 
lead the party on to victory. [ Applause.] 
Gallenger, of New Hampshire, also 
seconded the nomination of < ¡en. Harri­ 
son. He said it was scarcely necessary 
for him to make additional remarks. 
The Convention was hero in friendly 
rivalry to name, not only the nominee of 
the party, but to name the next Presi­ 
dent. There was no acrimony in the 
contest, an<l that was one of the most 
happy incidents of the gathering. New 
Hampshire had no favorite son to pre­ 
sent, although she had many worthy 
sons who would adorn the White House. 
She had given her vote to the Republican 
candidate, and he hoped would do so 
again. She was always tried and true, 
and had always sought the best and 
strongest man, aB a matter of fact. Now, 
however, that State stands in danger,and 
it is especially important the strongest 
man should be nominated here. He 
would promise, however, if Harrison 
was nominated, New Hampshire and 
New Fngland would be safe for four 
years. It would not do to have any 
doubtful States now. 
At the mention of the name of Blaine, 
a great yell went up from the mass of 
delegates, and principally from Rhode 
Island, Kentucky, Minnesota, Indiana 
and the Territories. Men mounted their 
chairs with 
hats and; fans and 
waved themselves into a state of furious 
lierspiration. The larger part of the 
audience joined with the delegates and 
gave the mere mention of Blaine’s name 
such a reception as had not been 
•corded to that 
of

other 
possible candidate. It was twice re­ 
newed and continued several minutes. 
Iowa having been reached, Hepburn, 
amid loud applause,placed in nomination 
Senator Wm. B. Allison.

to be yonr candidate. Wm. B. Allison, of 
Iowa.

He then sketched the career of Allison, 
gave the history of the part he has taken 
in the legislation of his country, and re­ 
commended his candidate in eloquent 
terms to the Convention. He said he 
would always be found true to the country 
and the principles of the party ; wise in 
determining the better course; courageous 
in pursuing it; honest in the administra­ 
tion of public affairs; calm, deliberative, 
conservative, kind and honest; giving 
the countnr an administration that will 
meet the demand and pour a hone dic­ 
tion over a contented people. 
ALLfSON'8 NOMINATION ENDORSED. 
During Hepburn’s speech every refer­ 
ence to the name of Allison was hailed 
with enthusiasm from the friends of the 
Iowa statesman, and the speaker himself 
was complimented with a round of ap­ 
plause as he closed his address. 
Mr. Bos worth, of Rhode Island, 
onded Allison’s nomination. lie made 
the point that Rhode Island, like Iowa, 
was safe for the party and needed not the 
selection of her choice toeeenre her vote, 
but asked for Allison because he would 
surely carry the doubtful States. He 
concluded by saying: 
“ Lot it be remembered that in such a 
gathering as this, judgment is often led 
astray. Be cautious and judicious lest 
wo make a fatal mistake. It is not hril 
liancy so much us certainty that is 
wanted. 
Allison is a candidate who 
could get all the votes of the Republican 
party, as well as those of dissatisfied 
Democrats, who arc angered with the 
administration of Cleveland. With Alli­ 
son the futnre is not a hope, but a 
reality.” 
There being no further seconds to 
Allison, the call of States proceeded. 
When Michigan was reached, It. E. 
Frazer, of Detroit, made a speech nomin­ 
ating Governor Ii. A. Alger. 
A L U E R ADVANCED. 
M ichigan*» F a v o r ite P u t F o rw a rd 
W ith a G rrai F lo u rish . 
In presenting Alger’s name, Michigan, 
Frazer said, came into the Republican 
Convention for the first time in its his­ 
tory to ask a favor. The availability of 
the man to be selected must be con­ 
sidered. The candidate which Michigan 
would propose was a man who could re­ 
ceive the vote of rich and poor, white 
and black. Rich men trusted him be­ 
cause he was a man of business force, 
and his honor always wonld be unques­ 
tioned. If any gentlemen thought he 
had not the friendship of the poor, let 
them go to Detroit and ask for a poor 
man’s home and mention the name of 
Michigan’s candidate, and they would 
find that next to the name of God waB 
the name of General Russell A. Alger. 
The speaker was here interrupted by 
an outburst of stormy applause anil 
three cheers for Alger, given by the gal­ 
leries. Frazer pointed out the strength 
Alger would secure from the soldier vote. 
There was not, he said, a soldier in the 
Nation better beloved by the rank and 
file of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
His was bravery! written on the blood­ 
stained pages of his country’s history. 
Michigan presented a business man. 
This campaign was to be fought on the 
ground of protection. Let lawyers look 
up their fees aftor the contest, bat let 
business men do the fighting now. 
Frazer alluded to Alger’s warm friend­ 
ship for Logan and declared that a man 
who was true to his friends could lie 
trusted hv his country. 
Alger’s’ friends were evidently in train­ 
ing, for when one gallery shouted 
“ What’s the matter with Alger,” the 
other answered in chorus, "H e's all 
right," and they indulged in general 
shouts at the conclusion of Frazer’s 
speech. 
Charles J. Noyes, of Massachusetts, 
seconded the nomination of Alger. He 
thought it eminently becoming that the 
Republican party should bedeck this 
building with the stars and stripes in the 
face of the adoption by the Democratic 
party as its banner 
AN OLD MAN’S SNUFF RAG. 
But no candidate had been or wonld be 
presented to this Convention who had a 
better claim upon the banners which 
decorated these balls than had the sol­ 
dier whose nomination the speaker was 
proud to second. He combined in him­ 
self those qualities which commend him 
to the hearts of the j>eople. He is a man 
with the courage of his convictions and 
the executive ability fully to meet everv 
requirement of the Presidency. 
If pro­ 
tection is to be the issue, who is better 
equipjied to Niistain that issue than one 
who knows all the practical details of the 
question? General Russell A. Alger has 
saved the State of Michigan from the 
enemy, and he could redeem the country 
from the rule of the Democratic party at 
Washington.

When the State of Ohio was called the 
first really great demonstration of the 
Convention was made. Delegations all 
over the hall climbed upon chairs, waved 
American flags, and shouted at the tops 
of their voices. The galleries joined in 
the applanse, which became rapturous. 
Rome of the ladies in the galleries, who 
brought white silk nmbrellas trimmed 
with small American flags, opened them 
and twirled their banners round and 
round, while the cheers and shouts in­ 
creased in volume. ThiB scene continued 
for some time and was not even equalled 
by the one which soon followed when 
General Hastings, of Pennsylvania, in 
presenting the name of Sherman, inci­ 
dentally referred to Blaine. When this 
demonstration finally 
came to 
end, the Ohio delegation gave way 
to 
Pennsylvania, 
and 
Adjutant 
General Hastings was presented to the 
(.-onvention to present the name of Sena­ 
tor Sherman. He was given a rousing 
reception as he proceeded to put forth his 
favorite in nomination. He declared in 
the opening of his speech that Pennsyl­ 
vania did not want Grover Cleveland in 
the White House, a declaration which 
met with laughter. He proceeded to 
vouch for the Republicanism of Pennsyl­ 
vania, and boasted of the large majorities 
that State had given Hayes, Garfield and 
Blaine. 
A b the speaker uttered this last name, 
the enthusiasm of the Convention again 
found vent, anil the cheers and shouts 
and uproar continued. 
General Hastings paid the enemy was 
in power, with all the prestige of power, 
with the inflaeneo of the solid Bonth, 
and with increasing Democratic appetite 
for office to give it encouragement, bat 
the country was tired of it’s schemes, 
double-dealing and mediocrity.

TltE FORAKER EPISODE. 
Governor Foraker, of Ohio, was pre­ 
sented hy the Ohio delegation to second 
Sherman's nomination. As Foraker ad­ 
vanced up one aisle to the platform, one 
of the sergeants at-arms came up the 
other hearing an enormous flora) em­ 
blem, surmounted by a floral shield, and 
upon the face of this emblem, in letters 
formed by red roses in a field of white 
roses, Forakei’s famous words: "No 
battle flags surrendered while I am 
Governor.” 
Considerable significance 
appeared to be attached to this 
incident hy the Convention, and as the 
Governor and the floral tribute got to the 
stand together, there was a thunder of 
applause and a volley of hisses. The 
men bearing the emblem found some 
difficulty in getting it placed upon the 
stage, and while a place was being found 
for it the Governor waited in some em­ 
barrassment until the uproar subsided. 
He evidently had not expected the in­ 
cident. He then proceeded to second 
the nomination of Senator Sherman. 
At the conclusion of Foraker's s|>eech 
the greatest demonstration of the day 
took place. The scene has only been 
equaled in the history of National Con­ 
ventions, probably, by the ontburet fol­ 
lowing the nomination of Cleveland bv 
Daniel Dougherty at 8t. Louis. In one 
respect it certainly surpassed that, for it 
came totally unexpected. Foraker’s con­ 
clusion was somewhat abrupt, and the 
cheers that followed were from his 
friends and in the nature of personal 
compliment. Then the Convention real­ 
ized in one instant, apparently, as it never 
realized before, what a great hold 
•Sherman had in the Convention. So 
tremendous a shout went up that the 
banner in the dome trembled, and it 
seemed as though the galleries wonld 
fall under the wild volume of yelling, 
which was almost a maniacal shriek. 
The unexampled continuance of the 
ilemonstrat ion, starting so suddenly and 
unexpectedly, rendered the whole a 
marvel, even to those who in part antic­ 
ipated it most enthusiastically. 
Hon. John VV. Langsdon, of Virginia, 
and Anson, of North Carolina, also sec­ 
onded the nomination of Sherman in 
eloquent and able speeches, during which 
much enthusiasm was provoked.

Mr. P residen t and G entlemen of the 
C onvention : This presence recalls a scone 
enacted in this city twenty-eight years 
ago. That was the second National Re­ 
publican Convention, and the first nomi­ 
nation of Abraham Lincoln. At his in­ 
auguration the Republican party first as­ 
sumed the reins of governmental control. 
With unimportant interruptions, the 
Democratic party had controlled onr Na­ 
tional policy for thirty-two years. The 
country in 1801 Btood upon the verge of 
political and financial ruin, and the sharp­ 
est and most deadly conflict of arms ever 
known succeeded. We have had of Re­ 
publican rule since then, four years of war 
and twenty years of peace. The four 
years of war produced heroes, sacrifice 
and suffering without parrallel, and re­ 
united the country. The twenty years of 
peace increased the population, internal 
improvements, manufactures, useful in­ 
ventions, comfort in homes, and a general 
development of all classes, 
with 
a rapidity unequalled in 
the 
his­ 
tory of the world. In the language 
of Daniel Webster we may sav of this 
Republican rule, with its suffering and 
fruits of the war, and the unparalleled 
prosperity of this peace: “ The past is 
at least secure.” 
We have assembled again to select a 
President for (¡0,000,000 free people. 
Who most in character is the very es­ 
sence of these people? 
Who of all tho 
names suggested will draw support most 
largely from all classes? Who can best 
bring’ together and unite tho broken 
fragments of our own party? Who, by 
bis personal courage and sublime confi­ 
dence in his own convictions, Is an ideal 
leader of the American people? Who 
most strikingly stands for cosmopolitan 
American character ? 
These aro the 
questions of the honr and a lesson to 
us all. 
1 suggest the name of Walter Q. 
‘¡resham, of Indiana and Illinois, and 
invite your thoughtful consideration of 
some oí the reasons why he should be 
nominated. 
Ho was born of sturdy and rugged 
parents in IlarriBon county. Indiana, 
fifty-rive years ago and spent one-third 
of his life upon the farm. He acquired 
by nature ana education a profound be­ 
lief in the fundamental doctrines of tho 
Government and the union of tbe States, 
“ one and inseparable,” as taught hy the 
lives of Washington, Hamilton, Clay and 
Webster. Lincoln, Thaddeus Stevens: 
and a disbelief in and for the political 
heresies of John C. Calhoun, Brecken- 
ridge, Jefferson Davis ami Lamar; of 
the property in man, and the right of se­ 
cession. líe always has been an un­ 
wavering and inflexible Republican. 
One-third of a century ago he organized 
the party of Fremont and Da? ton in his 
native county, which consisted all told 
of four people. In 18‘10, then at the age 
of 29, he waB elected to the State Legis­ 
lature, at the same time Lincoln was 
elected President, from a strong Demo­ 
cratic county, and by the aid of German 
votes. There he originated and passed 
the law, which authorized Oliver P. 
Morton, our greatest war Governor, 
to organize and arm at the ex­ 
pense of the State, any regiment 
anywhere in the State. We owe the 
peace and loyalty of Indiana at this 
critical moment to the admirable work­ 
ing of this law, and the fact that she was 
not beyond the call of the President one 
moment in furnishing her quota of men. 
After performing this service of great 
value to his State, he selected one thou­ 
sand young neighbors and friends and 
marched into Kentucky with General 
Shertnan at the very beginning of the 
war. Their forces aided the loyal ele­ 
ment there, holding true to the Union 
the northern part of that State, while the 
southern part broke off and went with 
the rebellion. Bnt for the presence of 
these troops, the Ohio river would have 
probably been the dividing line, and 
Southern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois 
would have been the firet battleground. 
He served with Grant at Shiloh and 
Vicksburg, and was a distinguished 
figure with Sherman in hi» man'll upon 
Atlanta In 1804. 
He was frequently 
•romoted for gallant conduct on the 
lattle-field, and was called upon when 
E _______________ . 
sharp work was to lie done, ami finally 
fell pierced* by a minic-ball when lead­ 
ing his division into the shot and shell 
of the enemy at the bloody fight at Leg- 
net's Hill, in the suburbs of Atlanta. 
Carried to the rear, he met Colonel 
Richard H. Tutthill, whose presence now 
adorns the judicial bench of this State, 
nnd who was then commander of the 
batteries of artillery, making their way 
to the front. The scene was ono of con­ 
fusion, of the tramping of horses’ hoofs 
and the rattling of artillery, ami caissons 
dashing into battle. 
Colonel Tutthill 
turned aside a moment to General 
Gresham, then bleeding on a stretcher, 
and said inquiringly: “ Are you hurt 
badly?’' The tight was not all out of him 
yet, and turning his pale face to see who 
made the inquiry, lie replied : “ You had 
I>etter hurry your battery to the front; 
they are needed there.” He was placed 
in a freight car and hurried to the 
North. Next day he awoke from a mor­ 
phine sleep in a dazed condition, 
and said to a soldier in attend­ 
ance, “ Whose body is that?” pointing to 
a coffin in the same car with him. “ That 
to-day. for the first time in years of: is the dead body of yonr commander, 
unbroken fealty, she invokes for the General McPherson.” Thus tho com* 
name and the merit oí one of her'mauderoi the army aud tho diviaion 
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com m ander had m ingled their blood upon 
the red field of I-egget’B bill. 
Wherever 
in all the war the battle’s wreck lay thick­ 
est, there was the m anly form of Gener­ 
al Gresham , a type of enthnsastic hero­ 
ism, an inspiration to the soldiers who 
followed him. 
Bat it is not in h is m ilitary career, 
dashing and brilliant as that is, that we 
find the crowning reasons for his nomi- 
nailon.

shortening 
materially 
the tim e of their transit «croas th e con­ 
tinent. 
He 
also aided ¡in 
reduc­ 
ing letter, newspaper au d parcel postage, 
thereby saving m illions to the public and 
encouraging the dissem ination of litera­ 
ture andintelligence. 
H e was also the 
first to vigorously enforce the United 
States Btatutes against the abuse of the 
m ails by lottery and other swindling 
schemes, by which th e credulous and 
weak-minded were imposed upon and 
their confidence betrayed. 
It is, how­ 
ever, in th e discharge of his duties as 
United States Judge, th at the higher and 
crowning glories of his character appear. 
The image 
of 
justice 
among the 
Greeks was represented as blindfolded, 
holding scales balanced in her hand, but 
unable to see the rank or standing of the 
parties before her. 
Judge Gresham has 
oeen the living ideal of this Grecian 
figure. 
Unmoved by the threatening» of 
power, he lias gone straight on in the 
line of his duty to the integrity and right 
of the question under consideration, and 
lias adm inistered justice to high and low, 
rich and poor, with a steady but im par­ 
tial hand. 
The contestants in one of the greatest 
suits that has arisen in our country, have 
also been before him. 
By his wise and 
happy decisions, he adm inistered justice 
to ail, and prevented ttie strike from be­ 
coming universal, public traffic from be­ 
ing paralyzed, the nation from convulsion, 
and the m ost serious damage to an un­ 
known num ber of individuals. Wherever 
in all his life he has touched anything, it 
h as been improved, beautified or adorned. 
H e lira always had the happy faculty of 
quickly doing the right tiling at the right 
tim e, and he possesses in his own great 
character, all the good qualities of tire 
Republican party. 
Under his leadership 
tire campaign cry will be, "Live and Let 
Live.” There will be no attem pts upon 
capital and no attacks upon labor, but 
th e coimtry will m arch with gigantic 
strides in settlem ent, development and 
grow th.

1 watched his thoughtful fai« when the 
news first reached him that he had re­ 
ceived a largo vote for Vice-President at 
Philadelphia when Frem ont and Dayton 
were nom inated, and when th e thoughts 
of the great political preferment first 
took root in his m ind, 1 know from this 
intim ation how confidence and sympathy 
m ay exist between a great leader and the 
people without either knowing the other.

have his body pierced with bullets in 
their behalf. 
The rich, too, have found 
am ple protection and th e adjustm ent of

He 
lias 
always 
stood 
w ith 
his party 
for the 
protection 
of American labor against foreign com­ 
petition, and has always believed in fair 
wages for fair Work. 
H e has advocated 
liberal pensions for th e m aim ed, worn 
and dependent defenders of th e Union. 
H e knows by experience how the rebel 
bullet tears and hurts, for he himself has 
been wounded and carried on a ahrgtotmr 
from the field of battle, and has home 
the pains, ami sees the needs, of th e de­ 
crepit and health-broken soldiers. 
We should not forget also that this 
Nation ban arrived at tliat stage of civili­ 
zation and development th at it has a 
right to dem and common honesty in 
politics. 
If a young inau happens to ac­ 
quire the prefix of “ lio n ." to his name, 
lie lias the right to dem and that that 
shall not be a reason of explanation and 
apology ever afterwards.

At 10:0ft a. m. th e Convention was 
called to order. 
Prayer wan offered by Rev. Thom as 
(ireene, oí Chicago, to alm ost em pty 
seats. 
The roll oí States was called for the 
nam es oí m em bers of the National Com­ 
m ittee, and at its conclusion Chairm an 
McKinley presented the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions. 
The reading 
of tho platform was received with fre­ 
quent b u n ts of applause, especially the 
tariff plank, which created great en th u ­ 
siasm. 
Tho platform was unanim ously adopt 
ed, and the Convention proceeded to call 
tho roll for nom inating speeches. 
Following is the full text of the plat­ 
form : 
IlKI’ARTKD LEADERS. 
The Republicans of the United States 
assembled, by their delegates, in Nn 
tionnl Convention, pause on the threshold 
of their proceedings to honor the memory 
of their first great leader, the immortal 
champion of liberty and the rights of the 
]>eople, Abraham Lincoln, and to cover 
also with wreaths of im perishable re­ 
m embrance and gratitude 
the heroic 
names of our later leaders, who have 
been more recently called away from our 
councils, ( ¡rant, Garfield, A rthur, Lo­ 
gan, Conkling 
May their m emories he 
faithfully cherished. 
Wo 
also recall 
with our greetings, and with a prayer for 
his recovery, th e nam e of one ofjour liv­ 
ing heroes, whoso memory will he treas­ 
ured in the history both of tho Republi­ 
cans and of th e Republic, the nam e of 
th at noble soldier and favorite child of 
victory, Philip H . Sheridan. 
MIA XII. AND IRELAND. 
In the spirit of those great leaders ami 
of our own devotion to hum an liberty, 
and with th at hostility to all forms of 
despotism and oppression which is the 
fundamental idea of the 
Republican 
party, wo send fraternal congratulations 
to our fellow Americans of Brazil, upon 
their great act of the abolition of slavery 
throughout tho two American Continents. 
We earnestly hope that we may soon 
congratulate otir fellow citizens of Irish 
birth U|H)n th e peaceful 
recovery of 
Home Rule for Ireland. 
THE BALLOT. 
We roaflirm our unswerving devotion 
to the National Constitution and to the 
indissoluble Cnion of the States, and to 
the autonomy reserved to the States un­ 
der the C onstitution; to the personal 
rights and liberties of citizens in all the 
States and Territories of the Union, and 
especially to the supreme and sovereign 
right of every lawful citizen, rich or 
poor, native or foreign horn, white or 
black, to cast one free ballot in public 
elections, and to have tliat 1 «allot duly 
counted. 
We hold tho free and honest popular 
ballot, and th e just and equal representa­ 
tion of all the ;>eopleto he the foundation 
of Republican government, and dem and 
effective legislation to secure the integrity 
and purity of elections which are the 
fountains of all pnhlic authority. 
We charge that the present adm inis­ 
tration and the Democratic majority in 
Congress owe their existence to the sup­ 
pression of ballots by a crim inal nullifi­ 
cation of the Constitution and laws of the 
United States. 
PROTECTION. 
We are uncompromisingly in favor of 
th e American system of protection. 
We 
p ro teB t against its destruction as pro- 
?9Bed by the President and his party, 
hev serve th e interests of Europe, we 
will support the interests of America 
W e accept tiie issue ami confidently ap 
P6al to the people for their judgm ent. 
The protective system m ust bo m ain­ 
tained, its abandonm ent has alwavs been 
followed by genoral disaster to alf inter 
esta except those of the usurer and the 
sheriff. 
TARIFF REVISION. 
We denounce the Mills bill as destruct­ 
ive to the general business, and the labor, 
and the farming interests of the country ; 
and we heartily endorse the consistent 
and patriotic action of the Republican 
representatives in Congress in opposing 
its passage. 
We condemn the proposition of the 
Democratic party to place wool in the 
free list, ami we insist that the duties 
thereon shall be adjusted and maintained 
so as to furnish full and adequate protec­ 
tion to the wool industry. 
The Republican party would effect all 
needed reduction of the National revenue 
by repealing the taxes upon tobacco, 
which are an annoyance and burden to 
agriculture, and the tax upon spirits used 
in the arts and for m ercantile purposes, 
and by such revision of the tariff laws as 
will tend to check the imports of such a r­ 
ticles as are produced by our people, the 
production of which gives employment to 
our labor, am i release from import duties 
those articles of foreign production (ex­ 
cept luxuries 
the like of which cannot 
he produced at hom e. 
If there still re­ 
main a larger revenue than is requisite 
for tho wants of the Governm ent, we fa­ 
vor the entire repeal of internal taxes 
rath er than the surrender of any part of 
our protective system at the joint behest 
of the whisky trusts and the agents of 
foreign manufacturers. 
CHINES!! AND 1’A l'l’KR LABOR AND TRUST». 
We declare our hostility to the intro­ 
duction into this country of foreign con­ 
tract labor and of Chinese labor, alien to 
our civilization and our Constitution ; and 
we dem and the rigid enforcement of the 
existing laws against it, and favor such 
im mediate legislation as will exclude 
such labor from our shores. 
We declare our opposition to nil com­ 
binations 
of 
capital, organized 
into 
trusts 
or 
otherwise, 
to 
control 
arbitrarily the condition of trade among 
citizens, ami we recommend to Congress 
and the State Legislatures, in their re­ 
spective jurisdictions, such legislation as 
will prevent the execution of ail schemes 
to oppress the people by undue charges 
on their supplies, or by unjust rates for 
the transportation of their products to 
m arket. 
We approve the legislation by 
Congress to prevent, alike, unjust bur­ 
dens and unfair discriminations between 
th e States. 


PUBLIC DOMAIN. 
We affirm the policy of appropriating 


the pnhlic lands of the United States to 
be hom esteads for American citizens and 
settlers, not aliens, which the Republi 
can party established in 1862 against the 
lierslstent opposition of the Democrats in 
Congress, and which has brought our 
great Western domain into such magnifi­ 
cent development. 
The restoration of unearned railroad 
land grants to the public dom ain for the 
use of actual settlers, which was begun 
under the adm inistration of President 
Arthur, should be continued. 
W e deny that the Democratic party 
lias ever restored one acre to the people, 
but declare that by the joint action of 
Republicans ami Democrats about fifty 
million acres of unearned lands origin­ 
ally granted for the construction of rail­ 
roads, have been restored to the public 
dom ain, in pursuance of the conditions 
inserted by the Republican party in the 
original grants.

THE TERRITORIES. 
The government of th e Territories by 
Congress is based upon necessity only, to 
the end that they m ay become States in 
the Union; therefore, whenever the con­ 
ditions of population, m aterial resources, 
public 
intelligence 
and 
morality 
are 
such 
as 
to 
insure 
a 
sta­ 
ble 
local 
governm ent 
therein, 
the 
!>eople of such Territories should be per­ 
m itted, as a right inherent in them , to 
form for them selves constitutions and 
State governments ami be adm itted into 
the Union. 
Pending their preparation 
for Statehood, all officers thereof should 
be selected from the b o n a fid e residents 
and citizens of the Territory wherein 
they are to serve. 
South Dakota should of right he im ­ 
m ediately adm itted as a State in the 
Union, under the 
constitution framed 
and adopted by her people, and 
we 
heartily endorse the action oi the Repub­ 
lican Senate in twice passing bills for her 
admission. 
The ipfusal of the Demo-, 
cratlc House of R epresentatives, 
for 
partisan purposes, to consider these bills 
is a willful violation of the sacred Am er­ 
ican principles of local self-government, 
ami m erits th e condemnation of all just 
men. 
The pending bills in the Senate for acts 
to enable the people ol W ashington, 
North Dakota, and M ontana Territories to 
form constitutions ami establish State 
governments, should be passed without 
unnecessary 
delay. 
The Republican 
party pledges itself'to do all in its power 
to facilitate the admission of th e Terri­ 
tories of New Mexico, Wyoming, Idaho 
and Arizona, to the enjoym ent of self­ 
government as States—such of them as 
are now qualified, as soon as possible, 
and the others as soon as they m ay be­ 
come so. 
MORMOMSM. 
The political power of th e Mormon 
Church in th e Territories, as exercised in 
the past, is a menace to free institutions, 
and dangerous to !*j long suffered; there­ 
fore we pledge the Republican party to 
appropriate legislation, asserting ' the 
sovereignty 
of the Nation in all Terri­ 
tories where the sam e is questioned, ami 
in furtherance of that end to place upon 
the statute books legislation stringent 
enough to divorce the political from the 
ecclesiastical power, and thus stam p out 
the attendant wickedness of polygamy. 
MONEY, POSTAGE AND EDUCATION. 
The Republican party is in favor of the 
use of both gold and silver as money, and 
condemns the policy of the Democratic 
adm inistration in its effort to demonetize 
silver. 
We dem and the reduction of letter 
postage to one cent. 
In a Republic like 
ours, where the citizen is the sovereign, 
and the official the servant, where no 
power is exercised except by the will of 
the people, it íb important th at the sov­ 
ereign people should possess intelligence. 
The free school is a prom oter of that in­ 
telligence which is to preserve us a free 
nation ; therefore. State or National Gov­ 
ernm ent, or both combined, should sup­ 
port free institutions of learning, suffi­ 
cient to afford to every child growing up 
in the land the opportunity of a good 
common-school education. 


MERCHANT MARINE AND APPROPRIATIONS. 
We earnestly recommend th at prompt 
action be taken by Congress in the en­ 
actm ent of such legislation as will best 
secure the rehabilitation of our American 
m erchant m arine : and we protest against 
the passage by Congress of the Free Ship 
hill, as calculated to work injustice to 
labor, by lessening the wages of those 
engaged in preparing m aterials as well as 
those directly employed in our ship 
yards. 
We dem and appropriations for the 
early rebuilding of our Navy; for the 
construction of coast fortifications and 
modern ordnance, and other improved 
modern m eans of defense, for the protec­ 
tion of our defenseless harbors and cities; 
for the paym ent of just pensions to our 
soldiers; for necessary work of National 
importance, and im provem ents of harbors 
and channels, and of internal, coastwise 
and foreign com m erce; for the improve­ 
ment of the shipping interests of the At­ 
lantic, Gulf and Pacific States, as well as 
for the paym ent of the public debt of 
m aturity. This policy will give em ploy­ 
ment to our labor and’ activity to our vari­ 
ous industries, increase the security of our 
country, promote trade, open new and 
direct m arkets for our 
produce and 
cheapen the cost of transportation. 
We 
affirm this to be far better for our coun­ 
try than tiie Democratic policy of loan­ 
ing the Governm ent’s money w ithout in ­ 
terest to the “ pet hanks.’’ " 


FOREIGN RELATIONS. 
The conduct of foreign affairs by the 
present adm inistration has been threat­ 
ening us by its inefficiency and coward­ 
ice, bv having withdrawn from the Sen­ 
ate all jiending treaties effected by the 
Republican Adm inistration for the re­ 
moval of foreign burdens and restrictions 
uj»on 
our 
commerce 
and 
for 
its 
extension 
into 
better 
m arkets. 
It 
lias neither effected nor proposed others 
in their stead. 
Professing adherence to 
the Monroe doctrine, it has seen with idle 
complacency the extension of foreign in­ 
fluence in Central America and of foreign 
trade everywhere am ong our neighbors 
it has refused to charter, sanction or en- 
ourage any American organization for 
the construction of the Nicaragua canal, 
a work of vital im portance to tiie m ain­ 
tenance of the Monroe doctrine and of 
our national influence in Central am! 
.South America, and necessary for the 
development 
of 
trade 
with 
South 
America 
and 
with the islands and 
farther Coasts of the Pacific ()cean. 
THE FISHERIES, 
We arraign the present Democratic 
Administration for its weak and un­ 
patriotic treatm ent of the fisheries ques­ 
tion, and its pusillanimous surrender of 
the essential privileges to which our fish­ 
ing vessels are entitled in Canadian 
ports under the treaty of I His, tiie recip­ 
rocal m aritim e legislation of 1830 and the 
-ornity of nations, and which tiie C an­ 
adian fishing vessels receive in th e ports 
of tho United States. 
We condemn th e polity of the present 


Administration 
and 
th e 
Democratic 
majority in Congress toward our fisheries 
as unfriendly and 
conspicuously un­ 
patriotic, and as tendinsi to destroy a 
national industrv and indispensable' re­ 
source against a foreign enem y. 
The nam e of American applies alike to 
all citizens of the Republic and imposes 
on all alike the same obligation of obedi­ 
ence to its laws, at the sam e tim e that 
citizenship is and m ast l>e th e panoply 
and safeguard of him who wears it, and 
protect him w hether high or low, rich or 
poor, in all his civil rightB. 
It should 
ami m ust afford him protection at home 
and follow him and protect him abroad 
in whatever land he m ay be, on a lawful 
errand. 


MUGWUMPS AND CIVIL SERVICE. 
The m en who abandoned th e Republi­ 
can party in 1884 and continue to adhere 
to the Democratic party, have deserted, 
not only the cause of honest government, 
of sound finance, of the freedom and 
purity of the ballot, but especially have 
deserted the cause of reform in civil ser­ 
vice. 
We will not fail to keep our 
pledgeB because they have broken theirs’ 
or because their candidate h as broken 
his.

vice to which it is applicable. 
The spirit 
and purpose of reform should l>e ob­ 
served in all Executive appointm ents, 
and all laws at variance with the object 
of the existing reform legislation should 
be repealed, to the end th at th e dangers 
to free institutions, which lack the power 
of official patronage, m ay be wisely and 
effectively avoided. 


PENSIONS. 
The gratitude of the Nation to th e de­ 
fenders ol the Union cannot be measured 
by its laws. The legislation of Congress 
should conform to tho pledges made by 
the loyal people, and be so enlarged and 
extended as to provide against the possi­ 
bility of any m an, who honorably wore 
the Federal uniform, becoming an inmate 
of an almshouse or dependent upon 
private charity. 
In the presence of an 
overflowing treasury it would l>e a public 
scandal ;o do less for those whose valor­ 
ous service preserved the Governm ent. 
We denounce the hostile spirit shown 
by President Cleveland in his numerous 
vetoes of measures lor pension relief, 
and the action of th e Democratic House 
of Representation in refusing considera­ 
tion of general jienaion legislation. 
In 
support of the principles herein enunei 
ated, we invite a comparison by patriotic 
men of all parties, and especially all 
workingmen, whose prosperity is threat­ 
ened by the free trade policy of the pres­ 
ent Adm inistration.
